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Student Street plans 



Selling is the name of the game. 
That's what the Student Street 
Management Committee thought at 
its nrst meeting Nov. 30th. The 
committee felt that Student Stee- 
t's unused areas have not be pub- 
licized enough around the univer- 
sity Clubs and commercial ven- 
tures could move In from their old 
locations Into the rather large a- 
reas that would otherwise remain 
vacant and still cost money for 
maliitainance. 

Dr. Hugues Albert V.P. Acade- 
mic said that this is a "User's 
Committee"*- one that Is to make 
specific recommendations to Pre- 
sident Monahan. It was also poin- 
ted out that the committee's re- 
commendations should come be- 
fore the SGA as students also 
participate on the committee. 
Albert saw Student Street as a 
compromise between nothing and 
the proposed Campus Centre sug- 
gested previously. 

Director of Services T.L. Hen- 
nessy looked at the commercial 
aspects of student street. So far 
only McCulIough-Hall operates 
businesses In Student Street. 
Hennessy Indicated that some 
merchants were not Interested in 
operating stores in Student 
Street t>ecause of the short sea- 
son for business - 8 months out 
of a year. During those 8 months 
there are Christmas and study 
breaks. Many of the on-campus 
residents go home for the holi- 



days at these times which shor- 
tens the market season further. 
A clothing store^ for example, 
may not receive as much patron- 
age as a corner grocery store. 
Variety is essential In a dry- 
goods store could not be present 
to a great degree In an on-cam- 
pus store. Students like to shop 
and compare as they do not have 
to do in a corner grocery store. 
It was suggested that a drug 
store or an LCBO outlet would 
get more patronage. 

Malcolm Jacobs stated that 
BIrkes was Interested in set- 
ting up a store to handle univer- 
sity rings and other Jewellry. 
Jacobs stated thaf the bank intends 
to remain for now at its present 
and more accessible location - 
Jacobs noted that very ^<»w ofl- 
campus students frecpient the 
Student Street area. This Is why 
he saw it necessary to publi- 
cize the advantages and oppor- 
tunities to student clubs who 
would be Interested In some sort 
of permanent accomodations. 
Jacobs said that Student Street 
could be a magnet for students 
with the establishment of stu- 
dent club facilities. The SGA 
made tentative arrangements to 
move their offices to Student 
Street. However, these arrange- 
ments have t>een deferred pending 
further consultatlcms and discus-. 
slons with the SGA councU.

Weekend vandalism 



"The total damage will pro 
l)ably amount to something like 
$1800-2000", said Norm Ralche, 
Laurentian Security Chief, in re- 
ference to the widespread dam- 
age Incurred during the Telethon- 
Liverpool dance weekend. 

The rumour Involving $100 a 
table for 21 tables, as a result of 
pounding beer bottles on the tops, 
is apparently unfounded, and, sc- 
cordlng to Raiche, started because 
"someone pushed the panic but- 
ton". 

"The actual figure Is more 
like seven to ten tables with 
scratched tops, and some 
chairs". 

Elsewhere, a plate glass door 
was smashed, signs were destroy- 
ed, tiles were knocked from the 
celling, and a fossil 'mud crack 
exhibit was destroyed. 

The exhibit was mounted on the 
wass, near the Science Library 
and , said Ralche,"It looks like 
someone got It loose from Its 
mountings, found it too heavy to 
hold, and>dr(vped It, ruining the 
rug, and smasMng the rock. 

"The value attributed to It is 
the cost of replacing It; about 
$125". 



The Committee decided to al- 
low McCullough-Hall space for a 
room with coin-operated games. 
The committee recommended a 
50-50 split In revenue from such 
machines - one half will go to 
McCul lough-Hall who are ex- 
pected to pay for rent and other 
expenses in that space. The o- 
ther half of the revenue would en 
to the university. The commit- 
tee also recommended Installa- 
tion of six park plcnlc-type tables 
In the lounge area. These tables 
would be sturdier and would not 
disappear like the current rather 
portable tables and chairs. Hen- 
nessy pointed out that there was 
a $34,000 budgeted amount for fur- 
nishings for Shident Street. The 
need for additional furnishings was 
seen as obvious for this area. 

Committee members were ta- 
ken on a tour of the rooms avail- 
able. One of the carpeted rooms 
Is slated to be a muslc-lIstenlng 
room (with earphones). Some 
concern was expressed In secur- 
ing such valuable facilities such 
as stereo equipment from da- 
mage or abuse , 

An additional concern of some 
Committee members was a pos- 
sible over- commercializing of the 
Student Street area. One commit- 
tee mem6er commented that to 
make use some of the pr(^)osed 
facilities students will have to 
carry bags of change with theml 



"Elsewhere, we had broken 
plate glass doors, tiles knocked 
from ceilings, signs pushed over, 
and the total cost wll! amount to 
something like $2000, not coun- 
ting the cost of cleaning up wash- 
room." 

Of the greatest priority now, 
he says, is the establlshmer.i" ■:>' a 
better seculrty system for the e- 
vents held at the university. 

"We have to implement some 
sort of system to isolate the buil- 
dings of the complex. If there Is 
a social event in one tmllding, it 
Is virtually impossible to keep 
pec^le out of every part of the 
complex." 

As for the rumour that the da- 
mage resulting from the one week- 
end's activities might mark the l>e- 
ginnlng of the end for ALL puhs 
on campus, even the main one, 
Dalche feels this "unlikely", sta- 
ting, "This would be the LAST 
resort, and Implemented tmly af- 
ter every other possibility had 
failed. 

"Our goal for now Is to obtain 
better physical control of the 
iRilldings, and those attending the 
different events."

Dr. R. Brown, who Is pre- 
sently working tor N.R.C. in Ottawa, will 
give a seminar at 4:30 pm, in Room FA 
055. Everyone interested Is welcome. It 
Is also hoped that the Society will be able 
to invite' two more speakers for the next 
term. 

Preparations for our Carnival partici- 
pation have already begun. A committee 
was formed to gather Information and ideas 
on this year's Winter Carnival. We hope 
to surpass last Year's record (1st prize 
In Broomball, and "Greaser Nl^t", with 
honorable mention to the curling team.)

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A University 
...or plum pudding? 



To Se an ordUiary member of LU Se- 
nate is like being a Parliament b&cr:-ben 
Cher. Decisions are taksn, and yoi are 
asked to provide your vote at the proper 
moment. You feel powerless and def<fnse- 
less. You vote because you don't know 
what else to do. 

On November 19, Senate Prime Minis- 
ter Dr. A.W. Cragg, who happens to be also 
the chairman of Senate budget committee, 
presented to Senate a budget proposal for 
1974-75. The most Important decision taken 
each year by the Senate and the Board of 
Governors Is the budget. Very few opera- 
tions are conducted without money. 

This time, Dr. Cragg's proposal led to such 
an uproar that the Prime Minister felt neces- 
sary to have groups of students and profes- 
sors 'irom different fields meet seperately 
wi*h him. A general feeling pervades each 
division that the university is menaced; but 
no orje seems to find a way to protect it. 
There are again those feelings of power- 
lessness and defenselessness. 

Dr. Cragg's committee report. In essence, 
demands less money for students, less mon- 
ey for library, less research tralningand less 
research, less coursepreparatlon, eventual- 
ly less professors (a "purge"). The ftiture 
of nearly every academic department seems 
dark. 

How are we'gofngto encourage good stu- 
dents to remain at LU when the amount for 
scholarships Is to be ?32,500? How are we 
going to help students In need when the num- 
ber of bursaries Is so small, when the a- 
mount of each of the bursaries Is so low? 

Grade 12 bright students pay no tuition 
fees at York University during their first 
year. They do at LU. Are we going to 
attract many of those who may help the uni- 
versity to get a good name? 

To save 53,000 out of 9 million, It is pro- 
posed that there will be no fall convocation. 
Are fa'l graduates second rate graduates? 

Student counselling is reduced from 
5195,100 to 5170.160. It means that there will 
be 1/2 counsellor's port less. Is it really 
wise? In fact, a statistician should be ad- 
ded to help students know wher:: posts will 
be available in five years from now. 

Students who have to write essays know 
that more and more books have vanished 
from the library, A special fund should be 
established for the replacement of these 
books and for the replacement of encyclo- 
paedias and other reference material becom- 
ing obsolete. There Is not a word about 
that in the proposal of the budget. Students 
know that It Is hard to get new books or jour- 
nals printed two years ago, because LUdoes 
not have its own binding plant. There Is 
not a word about that in the proposal of 
the budget. But there is a word In the pro- 
posal of the budget, and it is one of freez- 
ing the amounts of money to buy collections 
at the same level as It used to be , $300,000 
when books and journals have Increased by 
1/3, 1/2 more during the last year. Social 
science students will be especially hurt. 

In April 1973, Professors Keith Sinclair 
and Lloyd Wagner submitted to Senate a re- 
port on "Community Attitudes Towards 
Laurentian University: An Exploratory Stu- 
dy". It is often claimed that there is 
little communication between LU students 
and the milieu. Dr. Cragg's proposal of 
budget made no reference whatsoever tothls 
document based on positions of comm'jiilty 
leaders, teachers and students of northern 
Ontario, on attitudes to LU. It Is too bad. 

He would have discovered that the main 
factor for not counselling students to go to 
LU seems to be because of a lower repu- 
tation than that of southern Ontario univer- 
sities. In other words, LU has to become 
better known as a place of good scholarship 
and good scholarship has to be encouraged 
at LU. When a teacher at Carleton Univer- 
sity or at Queen's University has a load of 
2 1/2 courses per year. In certain cases a 
load of 1 course, he has time for speciali- 
zation, he has time for a better course pre- 
paration, he has time for writing papers and 
books. When a teacher at LU has a minimum 
load of three courses, when in fact he is 
offering four, five, six or seven courses a 
year, - how can he compare win his southeirn 
colleagues? Dr. Cragg's report made a 



proposal of a minimum of five to. seven cour- 
ses. Is It the proper way to provide stu- 
dents with good courses? is It the way to 
conquer rsspoct and fame for LU? Today, 
the names of many LU professors are prin- 
ted as signatures of scientific papers and 
books. But soon their teaching load be- 
comes such that they have to stop writing. 
Should not a budget committee look for a 
remedy of an alwse of our professors? 
At the end of their report, Professors 
Sinclair and Wagner arrive at a conclusion 
that the reputation of LU may be caused by 
the inadequacy of LU public relations. 
(More than 4,500 students from Northern 
Ontario attend southern Ontario's univer- 
sities. 

A very strange approach ol Dr. Cragg's 
report is that extremely little Is said about 
administrative costs. Fiftesn 05) lines are 
enouch to decide the spending of $L1G5,964 
for physical plant and planning. It is sta- 
ted: "reducations In expenditures for 1974- 
75 must in our judgement be made else- 
where". How do we know? It deals with one 
eighth of the budget. It Is not a small 
share of it. 

In 1963, with 1773 full time students, LU 
could operate with a president, one single 
dean, one registrar, one dean of students 
also a director of physicrJ education, a dir- 
ector of extention, a translator, a bursar, 
and a chief librarian. Ten years later, 
there are two vice-presideius, f! e deans, 
a treasurer, a comptroller, a director of 
director of services, a director of physical 
plant and planning, a public relations of- 
ficer, etcetera, etcetera. In the past, the 
president fnjoyed as a privilege the use of 
two secretaries. 

The advantage of a small administration 
was speed. Professors were not asked three 
times in a row to answer the samequestion- 
naire for different services. There was no 
computer to add up to Inefflclency (A cheap 
and good sorting-machine was available) 
Local printing plants could print LU material 
even books tor the now defunct Laurentian 
University Press. There were no here and 
there ftinds for Indefinite use. 

Dr, Cragg's report offers a generous 
amount of $4.6 million for the academic bud- 
get of LU. In other words, he reserves 
at least $4.2 million for the administration, 
out of a total budget of $8.8 million. It is 
wonderi\jl. 

To justify such an expenditure, he has 
th^ee arguments: 

1. It would be standard for Ontarlan uni- 
versities to provldesuchashareof money for 
their administrators. The answer is that the 
same; universities happen to offer more mon- 
ey and graduate programs to their students, 
a lower teaching load to their professors. 
In other countries, ten pe<^Ie are enough to. 
administrate twenty thousand students uni- 
versities - but librarians are not considered 
as administrators, and that is nghi. 

2. Ontarlan officials would not accept a 
different ratio. The answer demonstrates 
a lack of knowledge of what happens in 
Queen's Park. Civil servants are reason- 
able pec^le, ready to consider every scheme 
which is well balanced. 

3. His "own judgement". The answer 
is that other persons may have their "own 
judgements " too. 

General grants and special subsidies such 
as those for blllnguallsm are for students, 
professors and library. This should be the 
principle of the next budget. 

Motions should be Introduced Into Senate 
that: 

(a) a cost-benefits analysis survey of ad- 
ministrative and academic administration be 
made by an independent person, say a 
European economist. 

(b) a new pr(^osal of budget be pre- 
pared by a different team of people, with as 
an aim a reduction of 20% of administrative 
costs, students services and library not be 
included. 

At last, we have to know If LU budget Is 
a tasty plum-pudding for the Christmas cele- 
bration of a few administrators, or if LU 
budget is a tool for the advancement of 
knowledge and then the well-being of all In- 
volved In this enterprise.

There has been considerable 
hysteria generated In this insti- 
tution as a result of the Budget 
and Short Term Academic Plan- 
ning Committee's recommenda- 
tion that the MA program In Ma- 
thematics be discontinued and the 
three MA programs In Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology be com- 
bined. 

To put this in some perspec- 
tive, one should look at the present 
distribution of masters programs 
within the university. There are 
at present five programs In the 
sciences, one in the humanities, 
one In the social 'services and 
none in the professional schools. 
This would raly make sense If 
Laurentian were and wanted to 
remain primarily a science insti- 
tution with some small commit- 
tment to the arts and professional 
schools. What are we though?

Arts 764 

Prpf. Schools 938 

But more Important is what we 

want Laurentian to become. What 

special needs should we be trying 

to serve? Why should Laurentian 

be here? 

An important element in the an- 
swers to those questions Is that 
for many students In Not 
for many students In Northern On- 
tario, t)ecause of Unancial, cul- 
tural, or language constraints, 
there Is no alternative to atten- 
ding Laurentian. Because of this 
fact, Laurentian cannot specialize 
In one particular area, be It 
li sciences, arts or profession- 
al schools, and at the same time 
treat etioitobly alt students who 
must come !o Laurentian. 
Further it Is my personal 



feeling that Laurentian should not 
try to grow too large. It should 
remain a distinct alternative to 
the large and Impersonal Insti- 
tutions of the south, for many 
students from small communi- 
ties in the north, a small and 
personal unlversi^ is a necessi- 
ty. ■ 

However, quality tends to be 
. associated with concentration of 
I resources and specialization. The 
I problem trecomes how can Laur- 
' entian achieve quality within the 
framework of a balanced Instihi- 
;tion that is small In size. We 
cannot ^eclallze In onepartlcu- 
' lar division and allow quality to 
deteriorate In other divisions. 
Since we must offer programs 
on the undergraduate level In a 
large number of disciplines we 
must find areas within those dls- 
. clplines which complement and re- 
, inforce each other , and concen- 
*trate on them. This seems to be 
■the only way we can -chieve 
quality In light of the other con- 
tralnts. These areas will be the 
base on wMch graduate programs 
will be built. These programs 
will have to allow for some 
specialization within a oartlcular 
discipline but at the same time 
must draw on the strengths Laur- 
entian has in other disciplines in 
related areas. In this way, with 
a small numtwr of graduate pro- 
grams, most areas of the univer- 
sity will enjoy the benefits ihat 
accrue from &culty participation 
in graduate programs, not just 
one decision. 

What the Planning Commlttet 
and the. Budget Committee has 
said to the sciences Is not that 
science has no place In Lauren- 
tian, but that large numbers of 
independent graduate programs 
do not have a place and that 
Sciences should try to find some 
area common to a numtwr of de- 
partments and specialize In that 
area.

Dear Editor, 

In the December 4th Issue of 
Lambda, there appeared a letter 
to the editor from Prof. Paul 
Stevenson of the Sociology Depar- 
tment In which the writer crll!- 
clzed Eileen Boyle's positive as- 
sessment of Guyana. Healsocon- 
cludes that "Guyana is neither 
_ socialist nor democratic" and that 
we at Laurentian should at least 
consider some alternative Im- 
pressions of Guyana tHfore "ru- 
shing off to lend our support to 
the project". 

As a Guyanese myself, I was 
particularly pleased to note that 
at least someone in this part of 
the world had attempted research 
on Guyana, even though his con- 
clusions may not have been ac- 
curate. Mr. Stevenson has dis- 
missed Guyana as not being de- 
morratic purely on the grounds of 
the. elections being questionable - 
no other evidence. I am yet to 
hear of an election where defeat- 
ed candidates do not complain of 
one irregularity or anothtr. Dr. 



Jagan was removed from office 
in 1964 through the Implementa- 
tion of "prt^ortlonal representa- 
tion", to which system of election 
he was the Drst to agree that the 
1964 general elections were Bri- 
tish supervised and there was no 
overseas voglng them. 

It Is quite true that there is 
a high unemployment rate In Guy- 
ana; but on the other han, ac- 
cording to the 1972 ILO Yearbook, 
Guyana's cost of living is the low- 
est among the Independent Com- 
monwealth Caribbean countries. 
Between 1967 and 197Ithepercent- 
age Increase In consumer pr 
Indices has been much r than 
the USA. Canada, U.K. and Japan. 
The present development plan, 
1972-78, which lays great stress 
on self-help, co-operatives and 

1976. 

Mr. Editor, I am no authority 
on socialism, so that, unlike Mr. 
Stevenson, I cannot vouch for Guy- 
ana as being socialist or not. I 
might, however, point out that Guy- 
ana Is committed to non-align- 
ment. Indeed, the 1972 Non-ali- 
gnment Conference was held In 
Guyana. Asa member of that 
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fast-growing bloc, Guyana Is 
pledged to the tactic of national 
self-reliance and is Intent on own- 
ing, controlling and developing her 
resources for her own benefit. 
It was because of this committ- 
ment that in 1970, Guyana nation- 
alized then Demerara Ba>-:dte 
Company (Demta) which was a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of the 
Aluminum Company of Canada (Al- 
can). The Guyana Bauxite Com- 
pany is not run by Guyanese and If 
that "major mining company Is 
now ripping off the area's re- 
sources", then It is their perog- 
ative, since Guyanese own the re- 
source. 

Guyana has certainly gone much 
further than many young naticms 
in that not only does It have the 
traditional links with the west and 
Afro-Asia, but also has meaning- 
ful diplomatic relations with USSR, 
Yugoslavia, China, Poland, Cuba 
and East Germany. And when Dr. 
Fidel Castro visited rHiyana in 
September of this year, he praised 
Guyana's move towards socialism 
In an address to bauxite workers. 
(Dr. Jagan tnycotted Dr. Castro's 
visit). Dr. Castro's visit Is to be 
followed up by visits early next 
year by General. Gowon of Ni- 
geria and Sekou T oure of Guinea 
who, to the best of my knowledge 
arc neither capitalist nor fasc- 
ist.' 



If I may add another booktoMr. 
Stevenson's suggested reading 
list, I would suggest the book, 
"Guyana, Another Way to Social- 
ism" by the well-known LatinAm- 
erican author, Juan Derplch, a 
publication available both In Da- 
nish and English. 

In concluding, I would merely 
say that the Guyana exchange has 
been conceived In good faith and 
the participants will be left free 
to observe every facet of Guyanese 
life. One can only hope that they 
would apply the objectivity of the 
scientist and at least aim at ac- 
curacy in their conclusions. 
Moreover, I h(ve that Laurentian 
does not restrict such exchanges 
because there are people like 
Franco in Madrid or Nixon in 
Washington.

Dear Editor, 

Budget proposals have brought 
on an academic crisis that neither 
acceptance nor rejection of the 
budget will overcome!. At s'a.Ve 
is Laurentlan's conception of It- 
self as an acavieiiic institution. 
Whatever motives members ofthe 
Budget Committee may have had, 
its procedures liave created wide- 
spread doubt about Laurentlan's 
coLTim'.'.ment to academic values. 
It will not do to say that both 
sides \ ■: •; ■ ■ ■;):ilget debate can ap- 
neal to academic values for sup- 
port. Academically indifferent 
procedures - I do not speak of 
motives - wlilch the Budget Com- 
mittee followed have left academic 
values prey to chance. Recom- 
men Jations to drop masters pro- , 
grams alriadv In existence ex- 
pose the indifference for all to 
see. 

What we need to understand is 
that the well has been poisoned 
by procedures themselves. Re- 
jeution of the Budget Committee's 
proposals on grounds of their con- 
tent would, under the circumstan- 
ces, be seen as a tolten of good 
Intentions. But more still than 
ttet Is needed for us to recover 
OUT sense of academic viabili- 
ty. If it Is at all passible. Se- 
nate should declare in effect a 
budget which accepts status quo 
for a year and calls for a con- 
vention of the entire academic 
community to come up wlthgulde- 
llnes for budget making. 

Laurentian Is, fortu.iately, 
small enough to permit some such 
procedure as the following: 

President Monahan could ad- 
members and student representa- 
tives of all academic units, both 
graduate and undergraduate. His 
topic should be what Laurentian 
University has a right to become 
for its Northern Ontario commu- 
nity. The assemblage could then 
split up Into a number of dis- 
cussion units. After discussion 
in small groups, participants could 
reassemble for Joint discussion. 
This process could be repeated 
as many times as necessary to 
permit us to emerge with an un- 
derstanding of ourselves and of 
each other sufficient to guide a 
budget committee In Its duties. 
The budget committee would not, 
be permitted to deterrfiine aca- 
demic policy on Its own. It would 
have to seek ways to allow for the 
academic Intentions ofthe commu- 
nity. Whenever it met what It 
felt to be insuperable financial 
problems, it would have to return 
to the academic community for 
permission to alter its purposes. 
To the extent that some such 
procedure was not followed for 
previous long term planning, pre- 
vious long term proposes would 
have to be reviewed. To the ex- 
tent tha^ previous long term plan- 
ning took account of the Univer- 
sity's academic intentions, the 
implications of those Intentions 
would have to l>e spelled out by 
the academic community at large. 
In any event the Budget Commit- 
tee's prc^iosals themselves lost 
toQch with the academic Inten- 
tions of the University. They did 
so necessarily because the pro- 
cedure did not allow academic de- 
cisions to determine conclusions. 
(The case of the Mathematirs De- 
partment, to take an Instance, is 
ample testimony to that fact. It 
was appalling surely for all of 
us at the last Senate meeting to 
hear that the Committee's re- 
commendations would mean des- 



truction of all but service cour- 
ses In that department.) They did 
so because the method of consul- 
tation did not permit an academ- 
ic unit to unders'Aii;! or comment 
on the cases other academic units 
were making. They did so be- 
cause they called for a defense of 
masters and honours programs on 
ground of cost-revenue analysis. 
In short, the procedures of the 
Budget Committee were academi- 
cally indifferent and divisive. De- 
cisions that *?- .'013,-1; In thename 
of academic realities, such as the 
need to preserve honours pro- 
grams, had no adequate grounding 
In the procedures. They were 
consequently chancy and uncer- 
tain at best, and they are uncon- 
vincing to a large segment of the 
academic community. 

We need a calling together of 
our academic community, I em- 
phasize, whether or not the pre- 
sent budget proposals are accep- 
ted. If they are accepted, we Aill 
be saying to ourselves and to 
society that Laurentian Univer- 
sity does not care enough about 
whether It can hold onto academ- 
ic quality. If they are not ac- 
cepted, dangerous divisions of 
opinions will remain. There will 
be academic units which will feel 
as one representative said, that 
they have not been given a right- 
ful "share of the pie". What we 
need Is an academic review of 
cur total operation which will 
permit academic units to resolve 
their differences with each other. 
That is what the faculty need, 
that Is what the students need, 
that Is what the Northern Ontario 
community needs, that Is what 
community needs, and the pre- 
sent budgetary procedures have 
not permitted It.

The Grey Cup' , declared the offensive centre for Itie Ottawa Rough' 
Rldars after the big game, 'is essentlat to Canadian culture.' Ottier commentators 
claimed that the big spectacle in the CNE coliseum last week Is Qne,of our nation- 
al rituals, one of the few things on which Canadians can unite, and' which brings to- 
gether a geogratihlcally and culturally diverse nation, in this' sense natlonal'spec- 
tacles like the Grey Cup.Stantey Cup championshlp,.CpU*ge Bowl "^d the 
Olympics correspond 'quite closely with the tribal rituals of primitive pe.oples. 
The idea Is for the whole tribe to whoop it up at the established rituals, with es- 
t;bHshe& chiefs (like the Governor General and Provinclifl Premiers) there to give' 
out awards and bask In the aura of tribal solidarity and potency. 

But, if events like the Grey Cup unite the country, one must ask what are the 
values these spectacles unite us around. In last week's big game, Ottawa won 
tiasically by cracking the ribs of Edmonton's quarterback. The values stressed 
in such modern rituals would thus seem to place a very heavy premium or 
violence and competition, rather than Intratribai stability and co-oporatio;i. As 
such, rather than resembling the more passive rituals of those we call primi- 
tives, events like the Grey Cup seem to correspond much more closely with the 
bread-n-circuses gladiator ^ectacles of the Ancient Roman Coliseum which pro- 
vided a heady opiunri for the rabble in the early days of what is called the Chri- 
stian era. 

In the CNE coliseum's Grey Cup spectacle, as in the Roman times the 
leading gladiators were drawn from a foreign populace, and it is indeed ironic 
how the exploits of a predominantly American group of CFL heroes has been 
used to whip up what is described as a 'Canadian ' national identity: Of course, 
in the Stanley Cup hockey playoffs the situation Is reversed, and Canadians are 
supposed to acquire a national identity by watching thoir home grown hockey 
heroes compete with cities like Boston, New York and Chicago. Thus, in both of 
Canada's main sporting rituals it seems as if the national Identity has been heavily 
mortgaged to the American imperlum. 

An important aspect of the Ancient Roman gladiator spectacles was the , 
sanctifying presence of the scantily clad vestal virgins to bless the combatants. 
Today the vestal virgin function at these rit-Jdis has been taken over by the 
cheerleaders, girls' drill teams, drum majorettes, baton twirlers and Miss Grey 
Cup.They provide the right degree of sexual tension for the battle, while pre- 
serving the correct virginal, girl-next-door image «f purity. An inte«sllng aspect 
of last week's ritual was the use of these modern vestai virgins to link the 
glamorous aura of sexuality with Canada's established vehicle of police violence, 
the RCMP. At halftime. a girl's drill team, dressed in red police uniforms, pranc- 
ed and strutted trough precision military drill steps to give a tribute to the 
RCMP. After making the correct ritualistic obeisances to the country's secret 
pot Ice' the girls quickly stripped to scanty chorus girl costumes (this in the 
freezlrtg weather of early Winter) and provided yet another eyeful for Canada's 
spectacle^tarved 'fans'. (The word fan' Is, of course, nwrely a shortened fomi 
of the wordf anatic' from which it is derived.) Meanwhile the CTV announcer, 
lingering lovingly over the vital statistics of Miss Grey Cup. pointed out that 
she was the cnly contest entrant whose chest was substantial enou^ to sup- 
port the entire 'Miss Grey Cup' banner. 

Thus the Canadians 'united^-dround American football heroes, modern day 
vestal virgins, drooling TV commentators, a bread-n-ci reuses spectacle for the 
masses, complete with the value of giadlator'militarlsm, the RCMP, and a healthy 
dose of sexism. Nor does the national unMy descend very far into thestadlum 
stands. By in large it is only a patrician audience that can afford the$i7-and-up 
ticket prices for the big game. Today, ordinary working plebians get their national 
ritual largely via TV.

HUMAN RIGHTS 



Too much annoyance of the 
laissez-faire I9th Century think- 
ers, (and the proponents of the 
laissez-Ialre theory, which philo- 
sophizes that the state should ex- 
ercize as little control as pos-- 
sible In trade and Industrial af- 
fairs, especially In conditions of 
labour and rerfrictlons on In- 
dividual economic competition^ 
Human Rights were promulgated 
and adopted by the United Nations 
General Assembly on December 
10th, 1948. This year we are ob- 
serving the 25th Anniversary of 
that tiistorical document: 

**The Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights." 

The United Nations passed it 
in hope that its 30 Articles 
would become a standard of a- 
chlevement for all natims to emu- 
late. The Preamble of that De- 
claratlcm repeats the fundamental 
goals of the United Nations, na- 
mely, that "the people of the 
United Nations have In the Char- 
ter reaffirmed their faith In fun- 
damental human rights, Inthedlg- 
nlty and worth of the human per- 
son and in the equal .rights of 
men and women and have deter- 
mined to promote social progress 
and better standards of life In 
larger, freedom,. . ." 

Therefore In the 20th Century, 
we have seen the development of 
the Co-(H)eratlve or the Antl- 
gonlsh Movement, as well as the 
United Nations Human Rights 



Movement. The former Is based 
on the Judeo- Christian pre- 
cepts of Social Justice and the 
latter Is based on humanism, tliat 
is to say a humanitarian "re- 
cognition of tlie inherent dignity 
and of the equal and inalienable 
rights of all members of the hu- 
man family Is the foundation of 
freedom, justice and peace in the 
world, . . , *' 

Both of these Movements, it 
may be Inferred, have one thing 
in common, and Father Tomklns' 
question provides a self-evident 
answer to both: 

"How, If not through education, 
are the people to be raised to 
better and haji^ier living?" 

To help others to help them- 
selves, social developers draw 
upon a variety of fields of know- 
ledge, (the following list Is by no 
means complete): education, e- 
thics, philost^hy, religion, aetlo- 
ology,. law, psychology, psycho- 
analysis, medicine, psychiatry, 
criminology, policial science, 
history, anthrpology, sociology, 
social work, economics, arts, 
science, athletics, recreation, 
communication and technology. 

"We must take and follow the 
opinion of the people themselves. 
For us what the people most need 
to learn must be what they most 
want to learn."

kind of development, which may 
take place, often will be quall- 
'fled by the need; and human and 
material resources available for 
the purpose of extension work in 
response to what "the pe<^le most 
need to learn."

related fields, helping groups to 
idenUfy their goals, and helping 
groups to achieve those goals, 
by bullding-ln a' self-help and 



/or mutual help processes. So- 
cial developers must always be 
mindful of the role they ought to 
play in"the field of p<^mlar edu- 
cation. In social subjects." 

We, in Canada, have the Anti- 
gonish Movement to remind us 
how the early pioneers regarded 
that role.
